Regiment of United States Artillery 
Comes Here Today. 


FROM NEW ORLEANS GARRISON 


Entire Troop from Jackson Barracks 
Will Come. 


TO CAMP) AT FORT M’PHERSON 


Colonel Scully Will Be in Command. 
Will Carry His Men to the Fort 
end Camp Here Until Winter. 


Atlanta's gates are wide open to the refugees 
from the district infected with yellow fever. 
The city invites them to come. 


The United States troops who have been 
stationed at New Orleans will come as 
refugees to Atlanta today. 

Yellow fever has scared the soldiers out 
of the Crescent City, and the authorities 
iknowing that the dread disease could not 
live in Atlanta, ordered the troops to Fort 
McPherson. They will come today under 
command of Colonel J. W. Scully, who is 
well Known here and who is quartermaster 
of this division. 

The soldiers who will come today are of 
two batteries of the First artillery. In the 
two batteries there about 200 men, all of 
whom will come here. The large body of 
men will go direct to the barracks, where 
they will go into camp. 

News from Washington yesterday morn- 
ing was to the effect that the troops from 
Jackson barracks at New Orleans would 
be sent to Chickamauga National park, but 
a telegram received here later in the day 
was as follows: 

“Troops ordered to McPherson. I go with 
a W. SCULLY.”

troops and is the officer who secured per- 
mission for their removal from New Or- 
lea g, He telegraphed the officials at 
Washington that he deemed it advisable 
for the soldiers to be removed to a point 
whero they will be beyond the danger of 
infection. There has been no fever or sick- 
ness in the Jackson barracks, but the sev- 
eral cases reported close by caused alarm. 


Major Russell will be second in coinmand 


of the troops whiie they are stationed here. 
He and Colonel Scully, the chief in com- 
mand, will come with them today and will 
be here until all danger of fever is over 
in New Orleans. 

The troops. will bring with them all arms, 
furniture and paraphernalia of their camp. 
Guns, batteries and everything else will 
be brought, and when they go into camp 
here Atlanta will have the largest and 
best equipped army garrison in the coun- 
try. 

It. is thought that there will be enough 
room in the barracks for all of the men 
from the artillery companies. If there 
should not be enough room the soldiers 
will go into camp on the drill grounds. 

While here the soldiers will have their 
regular drills and Atlantians will be treat- 
ed to the regulation artillery arills. Colonel 
Scully was stationed here at Atlanta sev- 
eral years ago. He is well remembered by 
the citizens of this city and he has many 
friends who will be glad that he is to 
come back for a short time. It was at 
his request that the batteries were sent 
here. 

Jackson barracks is situated on the out- 
skirts of New Orleans just below the city 
proper. It is directly on the Mississippi 
river, and in case of an epidemic of fever, 
its location would be favorable to the 
spread of the disease. 


BIRMINGHAM IS ON THE GUARD. 


The Alabama City Is Enforcing a Strict 
Quarantine. 

Birmirgham, Ala, September 13.—(Spne- 
cial.)—Every train entering Birmingha:a 
from the north, south, east or ‘st Is 
being closely watched by fourteen quaran- 
tine officers.

The quaran- 
tine will be strictly maintained. Everybody 
coming to Savannah over the lines named 
will have to show that they do not come 
from the infected districts.

Savannah Woman Secures Her Release 
from an Inebriate Asylum.

went away from Savannkh last spring af- 
ter having sold out all af the property of 
her mother, Mrs. Pren carrying with 
him from $18,0€0 to pes returned to the 
city this morning on the steamer from 
Baltimore and will institute proceedings 
for divorce against him at once, 

She tells a story of suffering and outrage 
which she has borne for the last eight 
months without being able to escape it. 
Her husband had her put in ar tnebriate 
asylum in New York for the purpose of 
confining her, which his action seems te 
have done effectually.

Seaboard Air-Line Asks a Judge for an 


Injunction. 

September 13.—(Special.)— 
Judge Prentiss, of the circuit of DPorts- 
mouth, today granted an injunction at 
the request of President R. C. Hoffman and 
Other officers of the Seabeard Air-Line 
against Thomas F.. Ryan and associates re- 
Straining them from voting stock in the 
annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Seaboard and Roanoke railroad.

The bill recites the efforts of Ryan to 
secure a controNing interest in the stock 
of the road and states the faet that he 
acquired 2,500 shares.

Signments have not been made in good 
faith, but for the pwtpose of giving the 
owners of the stock the maximum voting 
power of one vote to each share, whereas 
holders of stock in larger blocks vote ac- 
cording to a sliding scale. 

The plaintiffs say that the transfers com- 
plained of are part and. parcel-of a fraud- 
ulent scheme. Numerous’ exhibits are filled 
in support of the allegations.

COLUMBIA wane lateees FIGHT.

Supreme Court Seiden Case Against 
the Southern Raiiway. 
Columbia, S. C., September 13.—(Special.) 
The supreme court today filed an opinion/ 
in the case of the Southern railway 
against the city of Columbia in favor of 

the city. 

The question involved was the right of 
the city to tax the sidetracks within its 
limits. Under the charter of Columb.a 
the: city officials assess the value cof the 
main line amd sidetracks of each railroad 
entering the city. 

The Seuthern Railway Company claimed 
that the city authorities should accept the 
valuation fixed by the state board of as- 
sessors. In arriving at the value per mile 
o: road the state board of assessors takes 
the aggregate value of sidetracks and 
prorates it per mile of main line. In this 
way the cities and towns are deprived of 
the mvemicipal tax upon the cidetracks 
within their |].mits. 

In this peculiar case the city of Colum- 
bia levied taxes on tweive miles of the 
Southern’s sidetracks. which the f£ounthern 
refused to pay. The court says: 

“We agree with the circuit judge when 
he says: 

‘In my opinion the city authorities of 
the city of Columbia, under the said act 
and under other provisions of its charter, 
had a right to make an assessment upom 
the property of the petitioners’ company 
at a valuation fixed by the city clerk 
and treasurer of the city of Columbia, al- 
though such valuation was.higher than 
the valuation as fixed and determined by 
the state board of assessors,’ "' 

The case is applied to every other town 
and village in the state.

Negroes Use Clubs, ‘Sees and Guns 
with Deadly Effect. 

Columbia §S. C. September 13.—(Special.)— 
A riot took place at a negro church four- 
teen miles from Walhalla, O¢onée county, 
last night, in which one man was killed 
outright. four others wounded and several! 
more injured. 

A big revival was in progress and a gang 
of heavily armed negroes went across the 
country from Anderson county with a large 
supply of liquor, determined to run the 
meeting. The majority of the men’ got 
drunk. When the fighting first began 
sticks were used, then razors and pistols. 

The sheriff of Oconee was telegraphed 
for. He collected a posse and hurried to 
the spot, arresting six of the participants. 
Several of the ring leaders fled and are 
being pursued by a squad of deputies. Ra- 
zors were freelf used and the church was 
bloody as a shamble. The six prisoners 
were loaded with firearms, having fully a 
dozen pistols between them. 


CONVICTS CARRY CELL KEYS. 


Idaho Penitentiary Inmates Cause an 
Investigation. 

Boise, Idaho, September 13.—An investi- 
gation of the penitentiary system has de- 
veloped some astonishing facts. 

A number of keys have in some myate! 
rious manner fallen in the possession of the 
convicts, with which they can open their 
cell doors. Drugs and other dangerous 
articles have been — in to the pris- 
oners. 

The officials are determined to get to the 
bottom of the matter and the investigation 
is lable to implicate some who would 
rever be suspected by the. public.

About 10 to- 
day Mrs. Hyatt was found three hundred 
yards below, caught in a barbed wire 
fence. 

The theory is that the women went in 
bathing, got beyond their depth and the 
men lost their lives in an attempt at. res- 
cue.

Advices from Winnie, Tex., say that near- 
ly all the houses there have been blown 
down.

DOWN ON POLICEMEN DRINKING 


Greatly Worried by Patrolmen Getting 
Citizens To Sign Petitions. 


MEN MAY BE GRADED AND PROMOTED 


A Crayon Portrait of Chief Connolly 
Presented to the Board—New 
Polictman Elected. 


The police board held an important meet. 
ing last night and for over an hour the 
board resolved itself into a sort of collect- 
irg bureau, there being about half a dozen

Patrolman Lake was arraigned for tak- 
ing a glass of beer while on duty. Heo 
Said that he was toid to take a smal}! glass 
of beer by his physician and he did not 
intend to violate the rules of the depart- 
ment. The board, in secret session, Ce- 
cided to dismiss Lake from the force. 
It was stated that the board had, in last 
February, passed a resolution to dismiss 
every man who drank and that po ex- 
cuse would be taken. 

The board believed Lake was a good 
officer, but they were determined to keep 
any man off the force who drank any 
Stimulants, 

A resolution was passed to 
eight new desks and a matting 
dctective office. 

The hostlers and the lineman asked that 
their salaries be raised and fhe matter 
Was postponed until after October. The 
board is wary about increasing the ex- 
penses of the department until after the 
council makes the new apportionnents in 
October.

All: Debts Are Paid and $50,000 in 
the Treasury. 


NEW TAX LAW IS LARGELY RESPONSIBLE 


‘The City Had Borrowed $200,000 
This Time Last Year—Tax Pay- 
ments Are Very Slow. 


The finances of the city have never been 
in better shape than at present. This wil 
be the first year in the history of Atlanta 
when it will not be necessary to borrow 
large sums of money to meet the current 
expenses of the municipal government. 

This fact is largely due to the change in 
the payment of city taxes. Heretofore the 
payments were made so late the treasury 
was always depleted by necessary expen- 
ditures before this time. The amount of 
taxes already paid for this year, however, 
allows the city to meet every debt without 
trouble and then have a good sum left in 
the treasury. 

This time last year the city was in debt 
$200,000 for borrowed money. This year not

a cent has been borrowed, every current 
expense has been met and there is $50,000 
in the hands of Comptroller Goldsmith. 
This speaks well for this efficient officer,

The books for 
half were opened September 1st and only 
about $38,000 has been collected so far. 
Everybody, it seems, is waiting until the 
very last moment, and this fact is going 
to cause some trouble.

In a conference between Walter Johnson, 
Bill Pledger and Dr. Merrill, of Atlanta, 


and Captain Stallings, the other applicant 
for postmaster of Augusta, held yesterday 
in Boss Johnson’s room in a Washington 
hotel, the negro agreed to give up the race 
to Captain Stallings, if the others would 
make a united effort to induce the president 
to make him register of the treasury. 

Johnson, Stallings, Pledger and the en- 
tire republican gang are at Washington 
trying to settle the controversy over the 
Augusta postoffice matter. They have been 
there several days trying to adjust the 
fight, but their efforts were vain until the 
meeting was -held yesterday. 

The proposition agreed upon will be pre-, 
sented to the president today, and the 
_friends of the negro believe that it will be 
accepted as the best solution of the diffi- 
culty. ¥ 

The office of register of the treasury is 
a better position than the Augusta post- 
office, but for certain reasons, Lyons pre- 
fers the latter. He has been making a 
determired fight for the place and has said 
afl along that he would be postmaster, de- 
spite the efforts of the white people to 
keep him out of the place. As: the admin- 
istration felt very friendly toward nim it 
looked for awhile as if he was certainly the 
man, but Captain Stallings has developed 
rerarkable strength, which coupled with 
the opposition against the negro, made his 
chances all the better. Then the republican 
leaders all O6ver the state became frighten- 
ed and Johnson decided that it would not 
do, to create a prejudice among the white 
people against his party. He has urged that 
if Lyons was register of the treasury, he 
would not come in contact with an oppos- 
ing and antagonistic element. 

The meeting yesterday was of great im- 
portance, as it settled the question of a ne- 
gro pestmaster for one of the most impor- 
tant citics in the south. Stallings will have 
pracically no Opposition now that Lyons 
is out of the race.

Assistant State Geologist McCallie Sounds 
a Note of Warning. 


RAINS FURNISH THE SUPPLY

As It Seeps Into the Ground It Too 
Often Becomes Contaminated. 


SEWERS AND STABLES MAKE CONTRIBUTIONS 


Professor McCallie Says the Impure 
Germs in the Water Are Direct 
Cause of Typhoid Fever 


There is danger lurking in the wells of 
Atlanta. 

In the cooling draught of water that 
comes sparkling from the well there may 
be germs of fever and disease. In the 
limpid depths of the water is the sediment 
of impure material through which the wa- 
ter seeps from the surface into the ground. 

This is what Professor W. 8. McCallie, 
assistant state geologist, says about the 
well water we are drinking in preference 
to the filtered water that comes bubbling 
from the Chattahoochee. He says this 
statement is the result of careful investi- 
situation of the 
rain brings the water to the 
burning soil; it seeps into the sand and 
the strata, carrying with it the impure 
matters with which it comes in contact. 

Professor McCallie shows that in almost 
instance where there has been ty- 
phoid fever the family so afflicted had 
been drinking impure water from the wells. 
He says the water is too often contami- 
nated with sewerage and entirely unfit for 
domestic usages. It comes from stables; 
it oozes into the hungry soil of slaughter 
pens, and deep under the ground the 
streams unite and flow into the wells, bear- 
with them the germs of fever and 
disease, 

The city council has had the 
the city under consideration, and it is said 
active steps may soon be taken looking 
toward the closing of all city wells. In 
the interview which Professor McCallie 
has furnished The Constitution he shows 
in faithful detail wherein the danger lies 
and what may result from the drinking 
of this water. 

The Diagnosis of Our Water. 

“Through the kindness of Dr. Floyd Mce- 
Rae, secretary of the city board of health, 
I received a short time ago a copy of the 
eighteenth annual report of that body for 
the year 189%. The report, which covers 
forty pages, contains numerous valuable 
tables of statistics and many important 
suggestions in regard to the improvement 
of the sanitary condition of the city,’’ says 
Mr. McCallie. “That part of the report 
which is most interesting is the investi- 
gations of Professor McCandless on the 
water of the surface wells of the city and 
the relation which these wells bear to the 
distribution of the several cases of typhoid 
fever developed in the city during the year. 
It will be seen that in almost every in- 
stance the fever was confined to the fam- 
ilies using well water. Furthermore, the 
chemical analysis of the water from near- 
ly all of the wells examined shows that 
the water was often contaminated with 
sewerage and practically unfit for domestic 
purposes, 

“The question is frequently asked, why 
is it that the water from these wells has 
in the last few years become so unwhole- 
some, when formerly they were regarded 
pure and healthy? Are not these sanitary 
reports of the wells after all, some one 
suggests, only a scheme perpetrated on 
the public by the city officials in order to 
force the people to use the water furnished 
by the city water works? That such is 
the common behef among many of the well 
owners cannot be denied. 

‘‘In order to give a rational and a scien- 
tific answer to the first of these questions, 
it is necessary to ascertain first the source 
of the water supplying the wells, and sec- 
ondly, to determine whether or not there 
has been any physical change brought 
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about in the last few years that would ac-: 


count for the present unhealthy condition 
of the wells. By an examination of the 
United States topographical map of Fulton 
county and the surrounding country it will 
be observed that the city of Atlanta ts 
located on elevated ground. There are 
but few points, and no large area. which 
might serve as natural catch basins for 
water attaining an equal altitude within 
a radius of many miles, and if such basin 
really existed, the geological structure of 
the surrounding country is such that it 
would be practically impossible for the 
wells to obtain their water supply from 
such sources. 
Rain Furnishes the Supply. 

“Granting then the truthfulness af these 
statements, which will, no doubt. be ac- 
cepted by all persons who have made a 
study of the undergrouna movement of 
waters, it is evident that the source of the 
water supplying the wells has a local ori- 
gin and cannot possibly be furnished by 
subterranean stream’ with sources several] 
miles away. Such then being the actua! 
condition of affairs. the only remaining 
known source of the water which sgipplies 
the wells is confined to the loeal rain an- 
nually falling within the city limits. Much 
of the water thus descending to the earth's 
surface is carried off by surface drainage 
or disappears by, evaporation. and only a 
small per cent of the total rainfall pene- 
trates the soil. If the soils or clays are of 
a porous or sandy nature as those underly- 
ing the city of Atlanta, almost the entire 
substratum, thirty or forty feet below the 
surface, is found to be saturated more or 
less completely with water. This point is 
called the water level, and varies in depth 
from time to time, according to the amount 
of rainfall. When the season is very dry 
the water level is lowered. and the wells. 
unless quite deep, beconve dry, while. on the 
other hand, after long continued wet Weath- 
er, the water level rises and frequentty 
stands within a few feet of the surface. 
This subterranean water, if not drawn off 
by artificial means, gradually tinds its Way 
through the porous clays or fissure of 
rocks to the surface, where it escapes in 
the form of springs. This, in brief. is a 
condensed account of the origin of the wa- 
ter which supplies our city wells. 
physical causes brought about in 
the last few years producing the unhealthy 
condition of the well water are readily un- 
derstood. Less than a querter of a ceéen- 
tury ago, much of the city now covered 
with business blocKs or residences was un- 
occupied except by gardens, fields or na- 
tive forests. The falling rains then pene- 
trated the porous sandy soils uncontami- 
rated by any organic matter that would 
materially affect its healthfulness, and col- 
lected in the wells as pure and wholesome 
as water from a mountain spring. 

“fhe population has since multiplied 
many fold, and at the same ratio. the con- 
ditions which favor surface water contam- 
ination have inereased. The numerous 
stables, surrounced- by ausanure heaps, 
dwellings, in the back yards of which veg-

etable matter too frequently is allowed to- 


decay, and even the streets themselves 
laid in belgian blocks or brick, with joints 
often filled with the partially decomposed 
excreta of the horse or other animals, are 
some of the many conditions which exist 
to contaminate surface water.

‘He said some years before when he | 
was first called to the university as pro- | 
fessor of:chemistry, there existed in the | 
suburbs of the city a remarkably fine | 
spring which flowed ain abynrdance of clear, 
erystal water. The spring was reputed to 
have certain medicinal.properties and many 
instances Were related of persons becoming 
healed of various ailments by the use of 
its water. The laboring people of the city, 
during Sunday. were noted fot going to 
this spring in great numbers to while away 
their time and drink the crystal water. 
So noted had the spring becorne locally 
that Professor Remsen .undertook to in- 
vestigate the medicinal properties of the 
water by making a chemical analysis. The 
result of the analysis revealed the tract 
that the water was really highly diluted 
sewerage, and utterly unfit for domestic 
purposes. This spring, during the early 
days of Baltimore, no doubt flowed pure 
and wholesome water, but as the qjty in- 
creased in size the underlying sands became 
saturated with sewerage, which in turn was 
given up to the subterranean streams.”

Page after page of typewritten manuscript 
had been presented him, setting forth de- 
murrers, petitions, ‘affidavits and similar 
Writings. The hearing, two weeks .go, was 
long and tedious, and many pictures were 
presented showing the condition of Wash- 
ington egtreet and many other streets of 
the city which were claimed to be in greater 
need of paving than Washington street. 

“Tt 1s ordered that the application for in- 
junction be denied,’’ was the wording of 
Judge Lumpkin’s decision yesterday. 

The decision may or may not be the end 
to the litigation. It is said that the de- 
cision will be appealed to the supreme court 
and still another effort will be made to stop 
the city from laying the new pavement. 
No announcement has been made to this 
effect, but it is understood that such will 
be the course pursued by the opposition. 

Just previous to the filling of the applica- 
tion for iniunction the city made a con- 
tract for the repaving:‘of the street. This 
contract vwrs in the act of being perform- 
ed when the injunction was temporarily 
granted by Judge Lumpkin, which put a 
step to all movements in that direction 
unti} the case could be heard upon its 
merit in a court of equity. The full mean- 
ing of the decision of Judge Lumpkin is 
that the city council has in its discretion 
the power to decide as to the nécessity 
of repaving or paving any street. 

The objection to the paving ordinance, 
which was adopted by council, concurred 
in by the aldermanic board and approved 
by the mayor, was that the street, in the 
first place, was not in need of repaving. 
Another argument against the ordinance 
was that there were other streets in the city 
which needed the improvement more than 
did Washington street. Still another ob- 
jection was that the residents of Wash- 


*{ngton street had but recently been com- 


pelled to pay fur the paving of the street. 
The objectionswas also made to the char- 
acter of the paving to be used—wooden 
blocks. The applieation for injunction re- 
cited the fact that the wooden blocks would 
amount only to a temporary paving, claim- 
ing they would decay, which would cause 
iliness on the strect. 

These objections were met by City At- 
torney Anderson, who claimed the street 
was greatly in need of repairs and that 
the wooden blocks had solved the problern 
of good paving in other cities where pav- 
ing was no longer an experiment. Work 
will doubtless be commenced on Washing- 
ton street in a few days.

Great London Evangelist 


SOME WANT TO INVITE HIM 


Preachers Are Divided on the Ques- 
tion of Getting Him Here. : 


SAY MEYER IS A BISORGANIZER 


Ministers Charge That He Works To 
Tear Down Established Church 
Conditions. 


The ministers of Atlanta are now agitated 
Over a queStion that, while seemingly un- 
important, may result’ in considerable di- 
vision among them. 

The matter that is worrying their minds 
is whether or not they should invite Dr. 
F. AB.’ Meyer, of London, England, to 
preach a serles of serméns in Atlanta next 
winter. 

Some of the ministers want the reverend 
Coctor from across the water to come here. 
Others are very much opposed to his com- 
ing, and upon this rock of ATiferette they 
have split. The matter came up yesterday 
at the regular meeting of the Baptist’ min- 
isters. At that time Dr. Landrum, chair- 
man of the meeting, appointed a committee 
of three to consider the advisability of is- 
suing Dr. (Meyer an invitation, 

Discussion over the advisability of having 
Dr. Meyer here first arose upon the return 
of the Atlanta ministers who attended Dr. 
Moody’s great meetings at Northfield, 
Mass. At that meeting Dr. Moody asked 
that all cities in the country take same 
action as to invfting Dr. Meyer to preach in 
their. respective limits.. Dr. Meyer will 
come over next winter and will preach at 
the cities which issue him invitations. 
Among the ministers who went to North- 
field were Dr. Winchester, Dr. Flynn, of 
Decatur, and Dr. Mottley. 

These ministers upon returning to Atlanta 
reported the request made by Mr. Moody, 
and action was at once taken by the min- 
isters. 

As yet Dr. Meyer has not Deen invited to 
come. The why the preachers of 
Atlanta are opposed to his coming are 
various. Some ministers say that he is a 
disorganizer and others say that they do 
not believe in any unorthodox preacher 
coming here. 

The preachers are. in fact, of a humor to 
give Dr. Meyer a cold frost. They ac- 
knowledgé@ that he is one of the ablest and 
most noted ministers of modern times, 
but they don’t want him. Some of them 
simply don't in'ttend to have him. 

Dr. Meyer is a Baptist in his announced 
denomination, but the, Baptists here say 
that he is not an orthodox Baptist, and 
that his mission is rather-to tear down 
than to build up the etrong fabric of the 
Baptist church. The ministers say that he 
fights all organized sects and is-working 
toward establishing for himself a church 
of his own.

MAY DRAW UP BILL 


Well Known Attorney Talks About the 
Board's Annibilation. 


HE DECLINES TO GIVE NAMES 


“The Backers Are All Good Citizens 
and Large Taxpayers,” He Says. 


FIGHT AGAINST TcE\BOARD GROWS WARM 


Bill Asking for the .Abolishment of 
County Commissioners Is a Cer- 
tainty for This Fall.

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The innocent little announcement on the 
courthouse door that a bill will be intro- 
duced at the next session of the legisia- 
ture looking toward the abolishment of 
the board of county commissioners of roads 
and revenues is but the cloud that pre- 
cedes the coming storm. What was con- 
sidered at first to be but a joke develops 
into an organized effort to annihilate the 
board and the crisis will come with the in- 
troduction of the bill this fall before the 
legislature. 

Since the posting of the notice there has 
been much speculation as to the men fath- 
ering the measure. No name was signed 
and on its face the innocent looking paper 
gave no information regarding its parent- 
age. The very mystery of the situation 
gave rise to many rumors, but there was 
none who could trace the origin of the 
movement. The county officials denied any 
knowledge of the notice; the opposing fac- 
tion to the courthouse deal déclared they 
were not the instigators and the defaulting 
taxpayers said they were not seeking re- 
venge. 

Yesterday the first light of solution was 
thrown upon the situatiom, Colonel J. N. 
Bateman gave the first information about 
the movement, which has been. guarded 
with apparent secrecy. 

“I am not counsel for anybody who Is 
seeking the overthrow of the board of 
county commissioners,” said Colonel Bate- 
man yesterday, ‘‘and I have not been em- 
ployed by anyone directly interested in the 
new move against the board of county com- 
missioners, but I do not deny that I may 
later on beemployed to prepare a bill which 
is to be introduced in the legislature ask- 
ing for the abolishment of the board. It 
has been charged that it was I who made 
the interlineations in the notice, adding 
the words ‘and for other purposes.’ This 
I deny. I saw the notice before it was 
posted and I know who are moving in the 
matter. While I am not disposed to give 
these names out for publication at present, 
I can say that the men backing the move- 
ment are among the best men of the coun- 
ty, good citizens and large taxpayers, who 
believe the county commissioners. think 
they are the king of the people and the 
people their servants. 

“It is not a personal fight that is being 
made upon the county commissioners; 
there is nothing revengeful or that savors 
of politics in the move, for it is brought by 
people who are desirous of knowing wheth- 
er or not it is the wish of the majority of 
people to take the public affairs out of the 
hands of the commissioners. I would like 
to say in justice to the county officials that 
single one has memntionéd this thing 
to me and I can say positively that not 
one is interested in the movement. Cane 
didly, I believe the posting of. the notice 
was the first information any county offi- 
cial had that a bill was to be introduced 
in the legislature looking to this end.” 

The commissioners do not regard the 
movemenf seriously. They say they have 
nothing to say about the matter, preferring 
to leave the entire question to the people in 
the event the proposed fight igs made. 


HE MAY BE WANTED HERE. 


An Officer Will Probably Be Sent 

After E. Wommack, of Savannah.

Bohannon had the most interesting state- 
ment to make.

Bohannon, “but I never said anything 
about a pistol. Harris told me thai he 
could get Colonel Hulsey to fix mea tond 
for $25.

That man Harris told me that 
one of the deputy jailers had liberated two 
men upon the payment of money, and [I 
have sine e learned that the statement was 
false.

And what could we 
do with the pistols if we had them? I see 
the afternoon paper has said that ] am a 
regular desperado, and that is not true.” 

What the Jailer Says. 

Jailer Maddox told the reporter about the 
fuss he had with Sutler Harris. 

“T Jearned that Harris went to 
Sheriff Nelms,’’ said the jailer, ‘‘and I told 
him that he had to stop worrying the 
sheriff about such matters. I was told 
that Harris went to Jumbo Hunter. and 
had a case made against me for allowing 
others besides himself to sell in’ the jail. 
Harris, I think, peddles on a veteran's li- 
cense. If he told about some of the pris- 
oners trying to buy pistols he misrepre- 
sented the facts. I know that Cain has 
been in here for seventy-two days and has 
never given me the leest trouble, and he 
is about the last prisoner whom ] ‘would 
think of trying to escape.”

Convention of Commissioners Meets in 
the Kimball Ballroom. 


MUCH BUSINESS COMES UP 
Resolutions wei skies Will Be 
Made Thick and Fast. 


COMMISSIONERS WILLINSPECT CHERT ROAD 


General Roy Stone, President National 
Congress Good Roads, Invited 
To Be Present. 


The convention of commissioners of roads 
and revenues of the state of Georgia will 
be called to order Thursday morning at 10 
o'clock in the balkroom of the Kimball 
house anid the body will immediately select 
a chairman and secretary and will then 
proceed to attend to the business that has 
been outlined by its executive officers. 

So many commissioners have accepted the 
invitation of Chairman Forrest Adair that 
on yesterday it was found that the commis- 
sioners’ office in the courthouse annex 
would not have a seating capacity that 
wou'd accommodate all who will be present. 
Mr. George Scoville, manager of the Kim- 
ball, has kindly donated the use of the ball- 
room to the commissioners and the room is 
being beautifully decorated for the occa- 
sion. There wili be flowers and ferns in the 
decorations, but the majority of the decora- 
tions will be cotton and corn and typical 
field products, 

“There are 137 Sere in the state and 
out of this number there are eighty-three 
boarus er commissioners of roads and reve- 
nues,”’ said Chairman Forrest Adair yes- 
terday. “‘I have sent out an invitation to 
the chairman of every board in the state 
and 165 commissioners have accepted, say- 
ing they will certainly be present. There 
are many others who have written me 
they are coming if possible and I expect to 
see fully 200 commissioners at Thurcday’s 
convention.” 

The programme of the day is brief, but 
interesting. From 10 o'clock Thursday 
morning until 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
the convention will attend to business mat- 
ters that are of interest and importance to 
the counties of the state. Resolutions and 
bills will be introduced and many _ short 
addresses will be made. One of the principal 
subjects te be discussed is that of better- 
ing the country roads of the state. Several 
papers are being prepared upon this line 
and much of the time will be consumed in 
tatking the matter over. 

General Roy Stone, president of the Na- 
tional Road Congress and the United States 
government official who has the duties of 
looking after public roads consigned to his 
care, Will pass through Atlanta next Thurs- 
day en route to Nashville, where the con- 
gress of good roads meets on the 17th and 
sth. Yosterday Chairman Forrest Adair 
wired General Stone to stop over in Atlanta 
and address the convention Thursday even- 
ing at 8 o’clock on the. subject of good 
roads. General Stone will doubtless com- 
ply with the telegraphic request and the 
address will occur in the ballroom of the 
Kimball house at -that time, provided he 
accepts the invitation. 

At 2:30 o’clock the delegates to the con- 
vention will leave on a special train and 
will 
ing constructed between the city and Col- 
lege Park. At 3:30 o’clock the train will 
carry the delegates to the Cold Spring :Cue 
Club grounds, where an old-fashioned Geor- 
gia ’cue will be served in elegant style. ‘The 
train will return to the city at 5:50 o'clock

The board of county commissioners will 
meet in special session this morning at 30 
o'clock for the ‘purpose of considering bids 
on chert. A full board has been requested 
to be present, as several matters of an in- 
teresting nature may come up for dis- 
cussion, 

The chert furnished last year cost the 
county 54 cents per ton, but the commission- 
crs expect a cheaper rate this year, as the 
railroads have made special concessions to 
the chert miners. Many Georgia mines 
have been recently opened up on account 
of the large amount of chert that Fulton 
county has been using, and the Birming- 
ham mines which have been supplying the 
county in the past will find active opposi- 
tion this morning when the Dids are opened,

‘HIS BATTLE 15 O'ER 


Impressive Funeral Exercises Over the 
Dead Officer Yesterday. 


HELD AT FORT M’PHERSON 


His Remains Were Carried to Alfred, 
Me., for Interment. 


MILITARY SERVICES OVER THE BODY 


Riderless Horse of the Dead Soldier 
Follows the Remains to the Train. 
An Imposing Spectacle. 


The remains of First Lieutenant Fred- 
erick C. Kimball passed through the cit 
yesterday and left over the Southern at 
12 o'clock for the childhood home of the 
deceased in Alfred, Me. 

The ffineral exercises inepart were held at 
the fort yesterday morning and will be 
concluded at the grave when the interment 
takes place, which will be probably next 
Thursday afternoon. The body was accom- 
panied by his wife and four children and 
his brother, Mr. Frank Kimball. A 
special escort of non-commissioned officers 
from the regiment went with the remains 
as pallbearers. 

It was a military funeral, and conducted 
in the most impressive manner. At 10 
o'clock at the residence of the officers quar- 
ters the Rev. John N. McCormick began 
the beautiful Episcopal ceremony for 
the dead. There. were present all the offi- 
cers of the post and their families and 
a number of people from the city. 

The gallant fighting Fifth, in their per- 
fectly white uniforms, under the com- 
mand of the officers, were drawn up in 
front of the house ready to pay the last 
tribute to the comrade that they had all 
loved and to whom he was a friend. 

His beautiful horse, draped in the somber 
black of mourning, followed his master. 

After the ceremonies were completed in 
the house the body was brought out while 
the band of the post played a dirge, and 
to the slow time of the musi¢e the march 
to the train, which was waiting at the 
little station, was commenced. 

Immediately behind the nearse came his 
horse, led by one of the soldiers. Then the 
regiment followed with the officers of the 
post. Slowly and profoundly the regiment 
moved, the solemn scene, as they marched 
around the drive to the low strains of the 
band, making many eyes moist and Many 
hearts feel the loss of their true com- 
rade, : 

The remains were placed on the train, 
the regiment withdrew and the buglers blew 
the last call ‘‘taps’’ for “dights out.”’ and 
the long sleep of the dead lNeutenant will 
continue until eternity. 

A number of the officers accompanied the 
remains to Atlanta, where they were trans- 
ferred to another train and hurried away 
to his far home, where he will rest among 
his ancestors. 

Colonel. Cook will appoint another officer 
of the post to succeed Lieutenant Kim- 
ball as quartermaster at the fort in a few 
days. The senior second Heutenant of the 
United States army will be appointed by 
President McKinley to take the rank of
